1. Sharp shears are the greatest asset in pruning
trees and shrubs. Make sure yours have a fine edge
before you start. It really pays to buy a good pair in
the beginning.

2. In pruning roses, a rule to remember is that
if you are not sure of what you are doing, don't do it!
You can't glue branches back on the plant! Consult
your nurseryman or let him recommend one of the
many good illustrated books available.

8. Shopping for Camellias in bloom is a pleasant
winter occupation. A different variety will begin show-
ing color every week or two from now into spring.

4. Winter feeding will often do surprising things
to a bedraggled lawn.
